For the Frankfort CommonweaUh. 

No. 9. 

To remove the evils existing in the management 
of estates, the settling with guardians, administra- 
tors, &c., and their whole duties, we suggest the cs- 
talilisliinent of probate courts in each county, and 
that the wliole duties now pertaining to the county 
courts, lie., the whole power of that court be v ested 
in the probate Judges. 

This court sliall be charged with the appointment 
of guardians, executors and administrators. The 
probateof wills and testaments, and settlement of ac- 
counts. Tlie clerk of the county or circuit court 
might ex-oflicio he clerk of the probate court, orthe 
juiiire might be required to keep his own records. 
Fay him by county levy, a small fixed salary, and let 
him receive the balance of his fees from the estates. 
His court might he always open for granting ad- 
ministration, hearing probate of wills, appointing 
guardians and settling with them. Being devoted 
to tliose objects, all connected and united, it would 
be but a short time until such courts, if jiroperly 
filled, would he expert and rapid in the disposition of 
the Inisiness entrusted to them. The payment ol 
salary being in part out of the estates settled, would 
be sullkient to induce watchfulness over those en- 
trusted with the property of intestates or wards. — 
The allowance of lees for renewing bonds, taking 
counter security, »5c-c., would make them vigilant to ' 
protect the orphan and those entitled lo distribution; , 
and when children grow up, instead of finding the • 
estates left them by their ancestors, wasted ami i 
gone — no evidence of the amount to he found, or 
broken and bankrupt administrators, executors and j 
guardians, they will find evidences of estates and 
responsibility therefor. For we would liav • a court 
vigilant aiid watchiul to protect their interest, and 
to keep on record, security sufficient to make that 
interest safe. 

We have heard the objection raised, that these 
probate courts are the places where the greatest 
frauds are allowed, in the hearing proof of, and al- 
lowance of claims against, estates. In the name ot 
common sense, how can they, on our plan, be liable 
to that objection, in Irili’ the force that exists under 
our present laws. Uommissioners are appointed to 
settle with administrators, executors and guardians. 
They are not selected for any legal knowledge they 
may possess, or any particular skill in hearing and 
deciding proof; hut a court composed in the gener- 
al, of persons, not only unskilled in these matters | 
themselves, but little able to judge of the ability ofj 
others. Tliese cominissioiiers hear proof of claims | 
presented against the estate, or take the affidavits i 
of persons made before justices of the peace, with- ! 
out notice, and ex parte \ 

It is true, exceptions may be made in the county | 
courts or circuit courts, to which we are more. par- i 
ticularly referring. What scenes are made by these | 
i exceptions. Tiie court have no other interest in 
the matter than to decide, or if you please, to decide 
right. They are impatient of any investigations on 
j such matters — will run through in a lew hours, or a 
I day, what one paid for liistrouble, would take a week 
1 to investigate; and where tlicre are half a dozen or a 
! dozen judges, you are just as apt to get a wrong de- 
j cision as a right one. Experience, tlie best teacher, 
has shown tliat our present system affords most un- j 
; bounded chances to defraud estates, and that no re- j 
i liance can he placed in it, for the solemn ends ofj 
i justice. Let any man put the question to himself, j 
j if he would not rather hear proof — examine wit- j 
I nesses himself, with both sides represented as they i 
would he in a probate court, with the hope of arriv- . 

! iiig at a just conclusion, than he would take our pres- !

which does not apply v. ith dfuble efiect against yur 
present system, if you desire to have u mode by 
which attention should be paid to the proper admin- 
istration of estates, make a probate court. If you 
desire to have responsibility and rigid accnuntabili- 
1y — if you desire protection and preservation of es- 
tates, the laws must guard. In fine, if you wish to 
see those who are bereft of their natural protectors 
have a guardianship, such as laws that would honor 
a people may afl'ord, repeal the present system and 
establish probate courts.
